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Tensions soar in Korea as 
shells launched over DMZ

PYONGYANG, North Korea 
(AP) — South Korea fired 
dozens of shells Thursday at 
North Korea after claiming 
the North lobbed a single 
rocket at a South Korean 
town broadcasting anti- 
North Korean propagan¬ 
da near the world’s most 
heavily armed border. The 
North denied it fired any 
shots and warned of retali¬ 
ation for what it called a 
serious provocation. 
Officials in Seoul said the 
North fired the rocket 
across the Demilitarized 
Zone to back up an earlier 
threat to attack South Ko¬ 
rean border loudspeakers 
that, after a lull of 11 years, 
have started broadcasting 
anti-Pyongyang propa¬ 
ganda. But the Supreme 
Headquarters of the Ko¬ 
rean People's Army issued 
a statement later Thursday 
denying it had launched 
any shots at the South. 
“Using the pretext that our 
forces fired one shell to the 
south, which is not true, it 
made reckless moves by 
firing 36 shells at our military 
posts,” said the statement, 
published in Korean by the 
North's state media. It said 
the shells landed near four 
military posts, but caused 
no injuries. 

“This reckless shelling in¬ 
cident is a serious military 


provocation to our sacred 
territory and military posts 
which is intolerable," it said. 
The incident comes amid 
rising tensions between the 
rival Koreas. 

South Korea and the Unit¬ 
ed States are holding an¬ 
nual military drills that the 
North has long said are a 
rehearsal for the invasion 
of their country and Seoul 
recently restarted the pro¬ 
paganda broadcasts be¬ 
cause it claims the North 
planted land mines on 
the South Korean side of 
fhe DMZ fhaf maimed fwo 
Soufh Korean soldiers ear¬ 
lier this month. North Korea 
has denied that claim as 
well. 

South Korea’s Defense 
Ministry said in a statement 
that its artillery shells land¬ 
ed at the site where North 
Korea had fired ifs rocket. 
There were no other details 
from the military. 

South Korean President 
Park Geun-hye convened 
an emergency National 
Security Council meeting 
and ordered South Korea’s 
military to “resolutely” deal 
with any provocation by 
North Korea. North Korea, 
meanwhile, convened 
an enlarged emergency 
meeting of the central mili¬ 
tary commission of its ruling 
party. 

North Korea didn’t re¬ 
spond militarily to South Ko¬

within 48 hours if South Ko¬ 
rea doesn't pull down the 
loudspeakers, according 
to South Korea's Defense 
Ministry. 

North Korea, which has 
also restarted its own pro¬ 
paganda broadcasts, is 
extremely sensitive to any 
criticism of the govern¬ 
ment run by leader Kim 
Jong Un, whose family has 
ruled since the North was 
founded in 1948. 

It has said the broadcasts 
are tantamount to an act 
of war. 

In Washington, State De¬ 
partment spokesman John 
Kirby said the U.S. was con¬ 
cerned by the firing of a 
projectile into South Korea 
from the North and was 
closely monitoring the situ¬ 
ation. 

“These kinds of provoca¬ 
tive actions only heighten 
tensions and we call on 
Pyongyang to refrain from 
actions and rhetoric that 


threaten regional peace 
and security," Kirby said, 
reiterating the U.S. commit¬ 
ment to its security alliance 
with South Korea. 

About 80 residents in the 
town where South Korean 
officials say the shell fell, 
Yeoncheon, were evacu¬ 
ated to underground bun¬ 
kers, and authorities urged 
other residents to evacu¬ 
ate, a Yeoncheon official 
said, requesting anonymity 
because he wasn't autho¬ 
rized to speak to the me¬ 
dia. In the nearby border 
city of Paju, residents were 
asked to stay home. On 
Ganghwa Island, residents 
in villages near a site where 
South Korea operates one 
of its loudspeakers were 
also evacuated, accord¬ 
ing to island officials. South 
Korea’s Yonhap news 
agency reported that a to¬ 
tal of about 2,000 residents 
along the border were 
evacuated. □

Wildfires rampaged across 
the drought-choked West 
on Thursday as authorities 
scrambled for resources to 
beat back the flames. 

The blazes took a deadly 
turn in Washington state, 
where three firefighters 
were killed and four more 
injured. 

A look at large wildfires 
burning in several Western 
states: 

WASHINGTON 

Authorities say three fire¬ 
fighters died after their ve¬ 
hicle crashed and was ap¬ 
parently caught by a "hell- 
storm” of flames as they 
battled a blaze in Wash¬ 
ington state. Four other fire¬ 
fighters were injured near 
Twisp. 

The news came after of¬ 
ficials urged people in 
the popular outdoor-rec¬ 
reation centers of Twisp 
and Wintrop, in the scenic 
Methow River valley about 
115 miles (185 kilometers) 
northeast of Seattle, to 
evacuate. 

Firefighters on several fronts 
were fighting against wild¬ 
fires advancing on towns 
in the north-central part of 
the state. 

A larger group of fires burn¬ 
ing to the east covered 
about 50 square miles 
(129.5 square kilometers) 
and prompted the evacu¬ 
ation of Conconully, home 
to about 200 people — with 
further urgent evacuation 
orders issued Wednesday 
night for an area south of 
Conconully to the Omak 


town line. 

Authorities warned that 
more high winds Thursday 
could make conditions 
very challenging. The Na¬ 
tional Weather Service is¬ 
sued a red flag warning for 
the eastern portion of the 
state until 5 p.m. Friday. Of¬ 
ficials said temperatures will 
climb above 90 degrees 
and relative humidity will 
drop as low as 14 percent. 

CALIFORNIA 

There were 15 wildfires burn¬ 
ing in California, with more 
than 11,000 firefighters on 
the front lines as crews con¬ 
tend with abnormally high 
temperatures for the sea¬ 
son and drought-stressed 
fuels that haven’t burned in 
30 years. 

Among the blazes is a fast- 


moving grass fire that has 
scorched nearly 4 square 
miles of dry brush near 
Livermore. At least one un¬ 
occupied home was de¬ 
stroyed in the rural area 
Wednesday. 

The Carnegie State Ve¬ 
hicular Recreation Area, a 
popular motorbike terrain 
park, was evacuated after 
the flames were reported 
Wednesday afternoon. 
The fire is about 25 percent 
contained. 

A blaze burning for nearly 
three weeks on the western 
slope of the Sierra Nevada 
surged in size in a recreation 
area outside Kings Canyon 
National Park where more 
than 2,500 campers, hikers, 
employees and residents 
have been evacuated this 
week. It has scorched 50 


OREGON 

High winds forecast for an 
area of eastern Oregon 
where a wildfire has de¬ 
stroyed three dozen homes 
have prompted more 
evacuation orders, officials 
said Thursday. 

Red flag warnings concern¬ 
ing winds that could cause 
rapid spread of wildfires 
were posted across central 
Oregon and into eastern 
Washington, as the fore¬ 
cast called for a dry cold 
front with winds gusting to 
40 mph from the Cascade 
crest to the east. 

Wind and fire potential 
were expected to de¬ 
crease across most of the 
region during the weekend. 
After burning for a week, 


the fire 150 miles east of 
Portland was 10 percent 
contained at 85 square 
miles, with no date in sight 
for full containment. Much 
of the burning has been in 
Malheur National Forest. 
Authorities dispatched 
more than 250 new people 
to fight the blaze, increas¬ 
ing personnel to more than 
900. 

With so many blazes burn¬ 
ing across the West, the fire 
slid from the top of the na¬ 
tional wildfire priorities list. 

IDAHO 

Firefighters battling blazes 
in Idaho braced for tough 
conditions Thursday with 
temperatures expected in 
the 90s along with winds of 
25 mph and low humidity. 
Nearly 700 firefighters sup¬ 
ported by 39 fire engines 
and aircraft continue to 
work on a group of fires 
near Kamiah in northern 
Idaho that has destroyed 
42 homes. But containment 
is only 30 percent on the 
fires that have scorched 61 
square miles. 

In west-central Idaho, fed¬ 
eral officials closed a por¬ 
tion of the Payette National 
Forest due to a 10-square- 
mile fire burning about 20 
miles northwest of McCall. 
Local authorities have lifted 
evacuation notices along 
the U.S. Plighway 95 corri¬ 
dor. 

Fire officials say fire lines 
were bolstered overnight 
but list the fire as having no 
containment due to heavy 
fuel loads in the area and 
expected strong winds.Q

fended the fatal shooting 
of a black 18-year-old who 
was killed by two white offi¬ 
cers in a confrontafion thaf 
drew protesters and unrest 
back to the streets. 
Protesters pledged to stand 
firm. Said the director of a 
group called the Organiza¬ 
tion for Black Struggle: “We 
will not go away.” 

Mansur Ball-Bey, who po¬ 
lice said had a handgun, 
was shot as officers raided 
a home in a violence- 
plagued part of north St. 
Louis. Within an hour of 
Wednesday’s shooting, 
more than 100 people 
converged on the scene, 
taunting officers and de¬ 
crying fhe use of deadly 
force. 

A vacant building and 
at least one car were 
torched, police said. Of¬ 


control tactics were justi¬ 
fied because officers were 
being hit with bottles and 
bricks and protesters re¬ 
fused to clear out of the 
roadway. 

The scene unfolded less 
than two weeks after vio¬ 
lence marred the anniver¬ 
sary of the day Michael 
Brown was fatally wound¬ 
ed by a white officer in 
nearby Ferguson. His death 
launched the national 
Black Lives Matter move¬ 
ment. 

The latest shooting hap¬ 
pened while officers were 
serving a search warrant. 
They encountered Ball-Bey 
and another suspect run¬ 
ning from the home, police 
said. Ball-Bey turned and 
pointed a handgun at the 
officers, who shot him, au¬ 
thorities said. He died at the 


Sam Dotson said. 

Some protesters ques¬ 
tioned the police claim that 
the suspect was armed. 
Distrust of police accounts 
has been common since 
Brown's death. 

On the night of Brown’s an¬ 
niversary, 18-year-old Ty¬ 
rone Harris Jr. was wounded 
by plainclothes officers in 
Ferguson when he alleged¬ 
ly first fired at them. His fa¬ 
ther labeled that account 
“a bunch of lies" and in¬ 
sisted his son was unarmed. 
Later, police released sur¬ 
veillance video recorded 
moments before the shoot¬ 
ing that appeared to show 
the younger Harris pulling 
a handgun from his waist¬ 
band and running in the di¬ 
rection of the officers. 

“I understand people's 
skepticism,” Dotson said 


Thursday. “But don't let so¬ 
cial media and innuendo 
drive what you believe to 
be true. You have to let the 
facts speak.” 

Mayor Francis Slay pledged 
an “independent and 
transparent" investigation 
of the shooting but stood 
behind police. 

“The police were in this 
neighborhood doing their 
job," Slay said at a meet¬ 
ing with the St. Louis Clergy 
Coalition, a group of black 


ministers. The meeting was 
at a church about a block 
from the shooting site. 

The police chief and mayor 
said protesters should have 
their voices heard, but they 
differentiated between 
those who gather to pro¬ 
test and others who create 
mischief. 

“We have to be mindful 
of the fact that there are 
criminals who were at the 
protest as cover for their 
activity,” Slay saidO

ATLANTA (AP) — With a 
broad smile and an up¬ 
beat attitude, former Presi¬ 
dent Jimmy Carter told the 
world Thursday that he has 
cancer in his brain, and 
feels “perfectly at ease 
with whatever comes.” 
Carter said doctors had re¬ 
moved melanoma from his 
liver, but found four small 
tumors in his brain. Later 


on Thursday, he had the 
first of four targeted radia¬ 
tion treatments. He also will 
receive more injections of 
a newly approved drug 
to help his immune system 
seek out and destroy the 
cancer cells wherever else 
they may appear. 

Carter, the nation’s 39th 
president, served in subma¬ 
rines in the Navy and spent 
years as a peanut farmer 
before running for office. 


becoming a state sena¬ 
tor and Georgia governor. 
His “plainspoken” nature 
helped Democrats retake 
the White House in 1976 in 
the wake of President Rich¬ 
ard Nixon’s impeachment. 
Wearing blue jeans and a 
blazer, Carter spoke with 
good humor and unsparing 
honesty, revealing that he 
had kept suspicions of can¬ 
cer from his wife, Rosalynn, 
for weeks until the diagno¬ 


sis was confirmed in June. 
“Now I feel it's in the hands 
of God, whom I worship, 
and I'll be prepared for 
anything that comes,” he 
said. 

Carter’s team of doctors 
at Emory Health Care in¬ 
cludes Dr. Walter Curran 
Jr., who runs Emory’s Win- 
ship Cancer Institute. Treat¬ 
ments for melanoma have 
improved tremendously 
recently, and Carter’s pros¬ 
pects are good even at 
the age of 90, Curran said. 
But he cautioned against 
the idea that Carter can 
be “cured.” 

“We're not looking for a 
cure in patients who have 
a disease like melanoma 
that has spread,” Curran 
said. “The goal is control 
and to have a good qual-

American home sales soar to fastest pace since early 2007

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Americans stepped up 
their home-buying for a 
third straight month in July, 
as sales accelerated to 
the strongest pace in eight 
years. 

The National Association of 
Realtors said Thursday that 
sales of existing homes rose 
2 percent last month to a 
seasonally adjusted an¬ 
nual rate of 5.59 million, the 
fastest rate since February 
2007. Sales have jumped 

9.6 percent over the past 
12 months, while the num¬ 
ber of listings has declined 

4.7 percent. 

Steady job growth and 
relatively low mortgage 
rates have convinced cur¬ 
rent homeowners to pur¬ 
chase homes, while first¬ 
time buyers remain scarce. 
The housing market con¬ 
tains a mere 4.8 months’ 
supply of homes, mean¬ 
ing that prices are rising 
for an increasingly narrow 
set of properties. The slow 
six-year recovery from the 
Great Recession has final¬ 
ly revitalized the housing 
market. Home sales have 
soared in recent months, 
as more current homeown¬ 
ers have returned to the 
real estate market for an 
upgrade or to downsize as 
they approach retirement. 
Yet the upswing also re¬ 
flects increasing problems 
with affordability that have 
left first-time buyer on the 
sidelines. “When first-time 
homebuyers compete 
with people who are more 
qualified borrowers that 
have additional cash, they 
tend to lose,” said Budge 
Huskey, chief executive of 
the real estate brokerage 
Coldwell Banker. 

The median home price 
climbed 5.6 percent over 
the past 12 months to 


$234,000. Just 28 percent of 
the purchases last month 
went to first-time homebuy¬ 
ers, a group that historically 
accounted for 40 percent 
of sales. A more balanced 
market would contain six 
months’ of supplyjnstead 
of less than five_and pro¬ 
vide potential homebuyers 
with a greater selection of 
homes. 

Current homeowners with 
equity have been able to 
absorb some of that price 
appreciation as they’ve 
shopped for another 
home. But the recent sales 
explosion also reflects two 
critical factors: the econ¬ 
omy adding a solid 2.9 
million jobs over the past 
12 months and the aver¬ 
age, 30-year fixed mort¬ 
gage rate staying around 
4 percent. At roughly two 
percentage points below 
the historical level, mort¬ 
gage rates have reduced

monthly borrowing costs for 
buyers. 

Still, the trajectory of mort¬ 
gage rates— and sales— 
going forward is unclear. 

It’s possible that a weak-

ening global economy will 
cause more investors to 
buy U.S. Treasury bonds, a 
move that has historically 
held down mortgage rates. 
The average mortgage 


rate has slipped slightly as 
China has endured stock 
market volatility and re¬ 
duced the value of its cur¬ 
rency. 

Yet the Federal Reserve is 
preparing to raise a key in¬ 
terest rate for the first time 
in nearly a decade. Econ¬ 
omists say the Fed could 
lift its fed funds rate from 
near-zero as soon as Sep¬ 
tember, an increase that 
would potentially cause 
mortgage rates to rise. 
When Fed officials previ¬ 
ously announced plans in 
2013 to pull back on other 
forms of economic stimu¬ 
lus, mortgage rates sud¬ 
denly spiked and derailed 
home sales for several 
months. 

The July sales increase oc¬ 
curred in the South and 
West. Home purchases re¬ 
mained unchanged in the 
Midwest and slipped in the 
Northeast. □

Greek PM Tsipras resigns, calls elections

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

Greek Prime Minister Alexis 
Tsipras resigned Thursday 
and called early elections, 
hoping for a new, stronger 
mandate to implement a 
three-year bailout program 
that sparked a rebellion 
within his radical left party. 
In a televised address to 
the nation, Tsipras said his 
government had got the 
best deal possible for the 
country when it agreed to 
an 86 billion euro ($95 bil¬ 
lion) bailout from other eu¬ 
rozone countries. 

The rescue was all that 
kept Greece from a di¬ 
sastrous exit from the euro 
but came with strict terms 
to cut spending and raise 
taxes — the very measures 
Tsipras had pledged to fight 
when he won elections in 
January. 

His U-turn in accepting the 
demands by the country's 
creditors led to outrage 


among hardliners in his Syri¬ 
za party, with dozens vot¬ 
ing against him during the 
bailout’s ratification in par¬ 
liament last week, which 
was approved thanks to 
support from opposition 
parties. 

Tsipras has insisted that 
although he disagrees 
with the conditions of the 
bailout terms, he had no 
choice but to accept and 
implement them to keep 
Greece in the euro, which 
the vast majority of Greeks 
want. 

With the country's finances 
now secured, Tsipras said 
he felt obliged to let the 
Greek people evaluate his 
work. "Now that this difficult 
cycle has ended ... I feel 
the deep moral and politi¬ 
cal obligation to set before 
your judgment everything I 
have done, both right and 
wrong, the achievements 
and the omissions,” he said 
in the address. "The popu¬ 
lar mandate I received on 
January 25 has exhausted 


its limits.” 

Greece’s European credi¬ 
tors did not appear dis¬ 
mayed by Tsipras’ move, 
which comes less than sev¬ 
en months into his four-year 
mandate. 

But Moody's credit rating 
agency warned in a state¬ 
ment that the snap elec¬ 
tions “could elevate (bail¬ 
out) program implementa¬ 
tion concerns and, poten¬ 
tially, puts future (rescue 
loan) disbursements at risk.” 
Tsipras formally submitted 
his resignation to the coun¬ 
try's president, Prokopis 
Pavlopoulos, to begin the 
election process. This will in¬ 
volve letting the two main 
opposition parties — the 
conservative New Democ¬ 
racy and the Nazi-inspired 
Golden Dawn — try to form 
a government. 

Each party can spend up 
to three days trying to do 
so, and New Democracy 
leader Evangelos Meima- 
rakis said he will use his 
available time. □ 


French far-right party excludes 
its founder Jean-Marie Le Pen

PARIS (AP) — Jean-Marie Le Pen, who co-founded 
France's far-right National Front, was excluded from 
his party on Thursday following a disciplinary hearing 
for belittling the Holocaust and insulting party leaders. 
He quickly said he would contest the move in court. 
The decision regarding a figure who has for decades 
been one of the mainstays of French politics came in 
a statement hours after the end of a three-hour hear¬ 
ing by the party’s executive bureau. In the tribunal¬ 
like session, the 87-year-old Le Pen defended himself 
against a list of 15 complaints, all consisting of public 
statements considered a liability to the new image of 
the anti-immigration party. 

Party president Marine Le Pen, his daughter, has been 
trying for months to oust her father, who held the title 
of honorary president for life. A statement said the 
executive bureau “deliberated and decided ... the 
exclusion of Mr. Jean-Marie Le Pen as member of the 
National Front." 

Le Pen said the decision by six members of the eight- 
member executive bureau was carried out by an 
“execution squad" on orders of his daughter and the 
party’s No. 2, Florian Philippot, whom father Le Pen 
openly distrusts. Speaking to iTele TV station, Le Pen 
said he would “obviously” contest it. He also contend¬ 
ed that his title of honorary president for life, conferred 
at a 2010 party congress, cannot be removed. 

Le Pen has won three recent court decisions in what 
began as a family feud and mushroomed into a de¬ 
bilitating party crisis as the National Front prepares for 
regional elections in December. 

While Marine Le Pen signed off on the complaints — 
and personally summoned him to appear at the hear¬ 
ing — neither she nor Philippot was present. Philippot 
had said they preferred not to be both judges and 
accusers in what amounted to a trial. 

Le Pen's lawyer, Frederic Joachim, called the deci¬ 
sion a “political assassination.” Visibly stunned, he was 
being interviewed on BFM-TV when the announce¬ 
ment was issued. 

The party statement said that Le Pen would be noti¬ 
fied “shortly” of the reasons behind the decision. 

The charismatic Le Pen, who has been convicted in 
French courts of racism and anti-Semitism, was long a 
thorn in the side of French politicians on both left and 
right before becoming what his daughter viewed as a 
handicap for the party as she scrubbed up its image 
to make the National Front a respectable political al¬ 
ternative. He made it to the final round of the 2002 
presidential race, shocking France and the world. 

Le Pen named his daughter as his successor in 2010, 
and she has since chalked up electoral victories for 
the National Front, with polls suggesting she could be¬ 
come a leading contender in the French presidential 
race in 2017 — her ultimate goal.Q 
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Authorities give confusing statements in Bangkok bomb probe

BANGKOK (AP) — Thai 
police said Thursday they 
have cleared two sus¬ 
pects in the bombing of a 
Bangkok shrine after one 
of them turned himself in 
and said he was a tour 
guide and the other was 
a Chinese tourist. National 
police spokesman Lt. Gen. 
Prawut Thavornsiri said the 
two men “were most likely 
not involved.” 

The two men were seen 
in a security video stand¬ 
ing in front of the prime 
suspect as he removed a 
backpack and placed it 
on a bench at the crowd¬ 
ed shrine shortly before 
the blast, and police had 
believed they were ac¬ 
complices. Thai authori¬ 
ties have given confusing 
statements about the in¬ 
vestigation, with a mili¬ 
tary spokesman saying on 
Thursday they believe the 
attack wasn’t the work of 
international terrorists — a 
day after police issued an 
arrest warrant for the prime 
suspect that described him 
as a “foreign man.” 

Three days after the attack 
at a revered shrine in cen¬ 
tral Bangkok killed 20 peo¬ 
ple, authorities appeared 
to have few solid leads 


into the perpetrators of the 
deadliest attack in Thai¬ 
land’s recent history. Police 
said they suspect the plot 
involved at least 10 people 
but described that figure 
as theoretical. 

So far the firmest clue 
comes from the secu¬ 
rity camera footage. Time 
stamps on the video show 
the prime suspect, a young 
man in a yellow T-shirt, left 
the temple about 15 min¬ 
utes before the explosion. 
Police on Wednesday is¬ 
sued an arrest warrant de¬ 
scribing the suspect as a 
tall “foreign man” with a 
fair complexion, a promi¬ 
nent nose and thick lips. 

In a televised statement 
Thursday, however, military 
spokesman Col. Winthai 
Suvaree cast doubt on an 
international connection. 
“Security agencies have 
collaborated with intelli¬ 
gence agencies from al¬ 
lied countries and have 
come to the same prelimi¬ 
nary conclusion that the 
incident is unlikely to be 
linked to international ter¬ 
rorism,” Winthai said. 

When contacted by tele¬ 
phone for clarification, he 
said that a link to global 
terrorism hadn’t been 
ruled out. “We still have to 
investigate in more detail,” 
he said. 


Winthai also said on televi¬ 
sion that Chinese tourists, 
who were among the vic¬ 
tims, were not the “direct 
target." 

The Monday evening at¬ 
tack at the Erawan Shrine, 
a popular tourist site that is 
known to attract Chinese 
visitors, left 20 people dead 
and more than 120 injured. 
Four Chinese citizens were 
among the dead. 

No one has claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the blast, 
sparking a variety of theo¬ 


ries into who might be be¬ 
hind it. One is that the blast 
was a revenge attack re¬ 
lated to Thailand’s recent 
deportation to China of 
more than 100 Uighur Mus¬ 
lims, or that it could have 
been carried out by Is¬ 
lamist groups expanding 
their reach in Southeast 
Asia. 

Other speculation points 
closer to home. Muslim 
separatists have been 
waging a low-level but 
deadly insurgency in south¬ 


ern Thailand since 2004, 
leaving more than 5,000 
people dead, but virtually 
all their attacks have been 
confined to the southern¬ 
most provinces. Though 
there has been little vio¬ 
lence aimed at Thailand’s 
coup, whose leaders have 
cracked down on dissent, 
the “Red Shirt” movement 
that supported the oust¬ 
ed elected government 
clashed with the military 
in 2010 protests that left 
about 90 people deadO

CAIRO (AP) — A massive 
pre-dawn car bomb by Is¬ 
lamic State extremists blast¬ 
ed the facade off a police 
headquarters Thursday 
and rattled windows across 
Cairo — wounding 29 but 
causing no deaths. 

The attack reflected a strat¬ 
egy of the group's branch 
in Egypt, which has target¬ 
ed authorities but avoided 
spectacularly bloody civil¬ 
ian casualties — at least for 
now. 

Two years of violence in a 
militant campaign has left 
hundreds dead in Egypt, 
mainly police and soldiers, 
and a string of attacks in 
the capital have under¬ 
mined President Abdel-Fat- 
tah el-Sissi's claim to bring 
order to the country. 

The main, Sinai-based mili¬ 
tant organization, which 
swore allegiance to the Is¬ 
lamic State group last year, 
has shown worrying signs of 
the Iraq- and Syria-based 
extremists’ notorious bru¬ 
tality — most notably, the 
beheading this month of a 
Croatian captive. 

But its strategy also shows 
differences with the Islam¬ 


ic State core, which has 
ruthlessly slaughtered civil¬ 
ians in Iraq, Syria and Ye¬ 
men, including in suicide 
bombings in markets and 
mosques. 

Thursday's attack in the 
Egyptian capital was the 
third time the group has 
carried out a large bomb¬ 


ing at an hour when most 
people are asleep or off 
the streets — an apparent 
attempt to limit public out¬ 
rage against the branch. 

Its past similar attacks all 
led to few casualties or 
deaths, mostly among 
police. These include the 
dawn bombing of the Ital¬ 
ian Embassy in Cairo last 
month, which killed one 
person; a huge truck bomb 
in January 2014 targeting 
Cairo's security headquar¬ 
ters, which killed four po¬ 
licemen; and a car bomb 
a month earlier that tore 
through a security head¬ 
quarters in the Nile Delta 
city of Mansoura, killing 16 
people, nearly all police¬ 


men. 

The first two of those attacks 
were claimed by Ansar Beit 
al-Maqdis, as the affiliate 
was called when it began 
targeting the government 
following the military’s oust¬ 
er of an Islamist president 
in 2013 — and before it 
pledged allegiance to the 
IS group last year. 

“The style of the attacks 
are a little different than 
what we've come to ex¬ 
pect from the IS group, as 
there is an absence of mass 
casualties when it comes 
to urban areas,” said H.A. 
Hellyer, a security expert 
at the Brookings Institute 
think tank in Washington. 
“That may be attributed to 


its recruitment strategies, 
but we can't assume that 
it won't change tactics go¬ 
ing forward.” 

The differences are like¬ 
ly rooted in two factors. 
Egypt is overwhelmingly 
Sunni Muslim with a Chris¬ 
tian minority of around 10 
percent, and has virtually 
no population of Shiite Mus¬ 
lims, the community that IS 
mainly targets in its worst 
mass attacks elsewhere. 
Also, the Egyptian branch 
is a homegrown group 
whose original name, An¬ 
sar Beit al-Maqdis, means 
Champions of Jerusalem. It 
stepped up its insurgency in 
revenge for a police crack¬ 
down on Islamists following 
the military's 2013 ouster of 
Islamist President Moham¬ 
med Morsi. Its homegrown 
status likely makes it more 
attentive to local senti¬ 
ment. 

Thursday's blast, which 
went off just before 2 a.m., 
fits the group's pattern of 
attacks. It demolished a 
wall in front of the secu¬ 
rity building, bringing down 
watch towers and leaving 
gaping holes exposing its 
offices. Of those hurt, 11 
were police and soldiers. 
Authorities said high-pow¬ 
ered explosives were used 
in the blast, which was 
heard and felt across the 
city, damaging nearby 
schools and court build¬ 
ings. It also shattered col¬ 
ored glass windows and 
cracked the walls of a 
nearby palace built by Mu¬ 
hammad Ali, an early 19th- 
century ruler of Egypt.Q 


Israeli army: 

4 rockets from Syria hit Israel; no injuries

JERUSALEM (AP) — Militants 
in Syria fired several rockets 
into northern Israel on Thurs¬ 
day afternoon, prompting 
Israeli retaliatory fire, the 
military said — the first time 
since the 1973 Mideast war 
that rockets from Syrian ter¬ 
ritory have slammed into Is¬ 
rael. 

A total of four rockets ex¬ 
ploded in an open field in 
northern Galilee, where 
sirens warned residents of 
the incoming projectiles. 
The rockets sparked small 


fires but caused no injuries. 
The Israeli military said it re¬ 
sponded to the attack by 
targeting 14 Syrian military 
posts in the Golan Heights, 
the strategic plateau that 
Israel captured from Syria in 
the 1967 Mideast war. De¬ 
spite constant hostility be¬ 
tween the two countries, 
Syria’s leaders have been 
careful to keep the border 
mostly quiet since the 1973 
war, though Syria’s conflict 
has renewed tensions in the 
Golan Heights. Israel’s mili¬ 
tary said the rockets were 
fired by the Iran-backed 


Islamic Jihad group. There 
was no immediate claim of 
responsibility for the attack. 
Israel also said it holds the 
Syrian government respon¬ 
sible for attacks emanating 
from Syria. Sporadic mortar 
shells and gunfire have hit 
Israel on several occa¬ 
sions since the Syrian con¬ 
flict broke out in 2011, but 
this was the first time rock¬ 
ets were used. In southern 
Syria, an opposition activ¬ 
ist said Israeli tanks fired at 
least four shells at Syrian 
army and pro-government 
positionsO

— Venezuelan President 
Nicolas Maduro has or¬ 
dered the temporary clo¬ 
sure of a major border cross¬ 
ing with Colombia and said 
Thursday he would bolster 
military forces there follow¬ 


ing an attack on three sol¬ 
diers who were looking for 
smugglers. 

Maduro announced in a 
national broadcast that he 
would “raise the presence 
of state forces to the maxi¬ 
mum” in response to the 
shooting of two lieutenants 
and a captain by people 


who fled on motorcycles. 
The president earlier an¬ 
nounced a 72-hour closure 
of a normally busy crossing 
in western Tachira state, 
and vowed to mount a 
special mission to boost 
protection for Venezuelans 
living along the 1,400 mile 
(2,200-kilometer) border. 


Dominican Republic: 

Slaying of Haitian man being investigated 


SANTO DOMINGO, Domini¬ 
can Republic (AP) — Police 
in the Dominican Repub¬ 
lic were trying Thursday to 
determine if the slaying of 
a Haitian man in a border 
region was connected to a 
protest against migrants in 
the area. 

The unidentified man was 
found stabbed to death 
along the side of a road 
near Hatillo Palma, where 
hours earlier a group of 
people had burst into a 
shantytown to protest the 
alleged rape of a local 
woman by three Haitian 
migrants during a robbery. 
Later, a home where about 
20 people lived was de¬ 
stroyed by a fire that was 
intentionally set. 


Police Lt. Col. Pablo Ortega 
said authorities have not 
confirmed that the killing 
and the protests were con¬ 
nected. He said six peo¬ 
ple had been detained 
for questioning about the 
death as well as for the 
attacks on the migrant 
community.Authorities in¬ 
creased security in the 
area seeking to prevent 
further violence. 

Hatillo Palma is in an ag¬ 
ricultural border region 
where migrants from neigh¬ 
boring Haiti make up much 
of the labor force. It was the 
scene of similar violence in 
2005, when people in the 
town destroyed homes 
and forced migrants to flee 
as retribution for the killing 


of a Dominican woman, al¬ 
legedly at the hands of mi¬ 
grants. 

The most recent violence 
takes place amid in¬ 
creased tension over mi¬ 
gration on the island of 
Hispaniola.The Dominican 
Republic recently began 
deporting Haitians fol¬ 
lowing the expiration of 
a deadline to apply for 
legal residency. The gov¬ 
ernment estimates about 
524,000 migrants are in the 
country, most of them from 
neighboring Haiti. It has 
said nearly 290,000 applied 
for residency, with most still 
waiting to learn whether 
they met the qualifications. 
Officials say about 66,000 
chose to return to Haiti. □ 


The area has long been 
plagued by violence stem¬ 
ming from Colombia's 
long-running conflict, the 
presence of drug-traffick¬ 
ing gangs and now by 
smugglers of cheap goods 
from Venezuela. 

“We have reached the 
limit of the aggression by 
armed groups, of the spec¬ 
ulators and smugglers,” 
Maduro said, referring to 
people who buy scarce, 
essential goods that are 
heavily subsidized by the 
government and then sell 
them for inflated prices 
across the border. 

He also complained of a 
mass migration of more 
than 120,000 of Colom¬ 
bians into Venezuela this 
year and said he would 
seek international aid for a 
humanitarian plan to cope 


with them. 

Closure of the border was 
announced Wednesday 
night during a phone call 
to a state TV program host¬ 
ed by National Assembly 
President Diosdado Cabel- 
lo, came hours after the at¬ 
tack of three army officers 
while they were carrying 
out patrols in the border 
town of San Antonio. 

“They were ambushed 
by two motorcyclists that 
we're now looking for, 
even underneath the 
rocks," said Maduro.

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Hollywood-style funeral for alleged mobster outrages Rome

ROME (AP) — Romans 
aghast at a spiraling mafia 
probe found new reason 
for outrage Thursday over 
the Hollywood-style funeral 
of a purported local crime 
boss: It was replete with a 
gilded, horse-drawn car¬ 
riage, flower petals tossed 
from a helicopter and the 
theme music from “The 
Godfather” playing outside 
the church. 

Hundreds of tearful mourn¬ 
ers paid their final respects 
to Vittorio Casamonica, 65, 
at the San Giovanni Bosco 
church on Rome's outskirts. 
Police identified him as a 
leader of the Casamonica 
clan active in the south¬ 
west part of the capital but 
said he was “on the mar¬ 
gins” of organized crime 
and hadn’t emerged as a 
suspect in recent mafia in¬ 
vestigations. 

“You conquered Rome, 
now you'll conquer para¬ 
dise," read a banner af¬ 
fixed to the entrance of the 
church. “King of Rome,” 
read another, featuring 
Casamonica’s image, the 
Colosseum and St. Peter’s 
Basilica. 


Mayor Ignazio Marino 
called Rome’s prefect de¬ 
manding to know how such 
a scene could have taken 
place and tweeted that it 


was “intolerable that funer¬ 
als are used by the living to 
send mafia messages.” 

The parish priest, the Rev. 
Giancarlo Manieri, said he 
had no control over what 
happened outside the 
church and that inside, the 


funeral was celebrated 
normally, the ANSA news 
agency reported. 
Lawmakers expressed out¬ 
rage at the scene, which 


played out on TV newscasts 
all afternoon and evening: 
Six black horses pulling an 
antique, black-and-gold 
carriage to a stop in front 
of the church as a band 
played the soulful tunes 
of “The Godfather,” and 


mourners tossing bouquets 
of flowers as the casket was 
carried into the church. 

At a certain point, a low-fly¬ 
ing helicopter dropped red 
rose petals on the crowd 
below. 

The funeral came just a day 
after a judge set Nov. 5 as 
the start date for the trial of 
some 59 people charged in 
a spiraling mafia investiga¬ 
tion in the capital, in which 
local criminal bosses alleg¬ 
edly managed to cement 
ties with city politicians over 
lucrative public contracts. 
Rosy Bindi, president of the 
parliamentary anti-mafia 
commission, said it was 
“alarming” that a funeral 
for someone purported¬ 
ly caught up in the mob 
could be “transformed into 
an ostentatious show of 
mafia power.” 

She said it was proof that 
the mafia had firmly infil¬ 
trated Rome and called for 
a redoubling of efforts to 
rout it from public adminis¬ 
tration. 

Rome’s corruption has long 
thrived on the connivance 
of city politicians, adminis¬ 
trators and local gangsters, 
who have no formal ties 
to the traditional southern 


crime syndicates. A pros¬ 
ecutor famed for combat¬ 
ting Sicily's Cosa Nostra has 
been enlisted to help root 
out City Hall corruption. The 
Mafia-fighter was enlisted 
following dozens of arrests 
since late last year of city 
politicians and business¬ 
men with links to the politi¬ 
cal right and left. 

On Thursday, several com¬ 
mentators noted the irony 
that a reported mob boss 
was allowed an elaborate 
funeral at the church while 
the Archdiocese of Rome 
refused to allow a funeral 
at the same church in 2006 
for Piergiorgio Welby, then 
the symbol of Italy’s right- 
to-die movement. 

Welby, who had muscular 
dystrophy and was unable 
to eat, speak or breathe on 
his own, got his wish to die 
in December 2006 when a 
doctor disconnected his 
respirator. 

His case split the over¬ 
whelmingly Catholic nation 
but the local church de¬ 
fended its decision to deny 
him a Catholic funeral, ar¬ 
guing that allowing it would 
have legitimized attitudes 
contrary to God’s law.Q

Now 
two men claim they know 
the location of the mystery 
train and are demanding 
10 percent of its value in 
exchange for revealing its 
location. 

Historians say the existence 
of the train has never been 
conclusively proven, but 
authorities are not passing 
up this chance at possibly 
recovering treasures that 
locals and the government 
have sought for 70 years. 
“We believe that a train 
has been found. We are 
taking this information seri¬ 
ously,” Marika Tokarska, an 
official in the southwestern 
Polish district of Walbrzych, 
told The Associated Press 


on Thursday. 

She said her office received 
two letters this month from 
a law firm representing the 
men, a Pole and a Ger¬ 
man who have chosen to 
remain anonymous, saying 
they are seeking 10 per¬ 


cent of the value of the 
train’s contents for reveal¬ 
ing its location. The docu¬ 
ments from the lawyers say 
the train is 150-meters (490- 
feet) long and loaded with 
guns, valuables and pre¬ 
cious metals, but do not 


specify where it is. Authori¬ 
ties say they are willing to 
pay the reward if the infor¬ 
mation pans out. 

A lawyer for the men, 
Jaroslaw Chmielewski, 
compared the find to the 
“wreck of the Titanic” in an 
interview on a local radio 
station. 

Tokarska said that hiring a 
law firm gives a degree of 
credibility to the two men’s 
claims, as do indications 
that they are familiar with 
the train’s contents. But 
there are also reasons for 
caution: The first letter in¬ 
cluded some references to 
the area's topography that 
indicated they might not 
know the area very well. 
Joanna Lamparska, an au¬ 
thor who has written about 
the train and the region’s 
history, says she believes it 
could be a scam. 

“We have had a lot of sto¬ 
ries like that in the last few 
years with people claiming 
they know where the train 


is,” Lamparska told The 
AP. “But nothing was ever 
found.” 

Local stories say a German 
train left from the German 
city of Breslau (today the 
Polish city of Wroclaw) in 
April 1945 and headed 
westward toward Walden- 
burg (now Walbrzych.) At 
some point in the 60-kilo- 
meter (40-mile) journey it 
vanished. 

During the war, Adolf Hit¬ 
ler had started creating a 
secret underground sys¬ 
tem in the area under the 
Owl Mountains, a project 
called “Riese," or “Giant." 
The region still belonged 
to Germany at the time 
and the project included 
seven separate tunnel sys¬ 
tems.Lamparska describes 
the area as one filled with 
meadows and mountains 
where the Nazis had se¬ 
cret rail lines and tunnels 
with camouflaged open¬ 
ings that went under the 
mountains. □

Tim Duncan 
named NBA’s 
top teammate

SAN ANTONIO (AP) — Tim 

Duncan has given up mil¬ 
lions in salary to give the 
San Antonio Spurs the cap 
space needed to re-sign 
teammates and add play¬ 
ers such as LaMarcus Al¬ 
dridge. 

And Duncan has deferred 
offensively to teammates 
like Tony Parker and Kawhi 
Leonard despite averag¬ 
ing 19.5 points over his 18- 
year career. 

He has made those sac¬ 
rifices, both financial and 
statistical, in pursuit of 
championships, not indi¬ 
vidual awards. But the NBA 
gave him one anyway. 
Duncan’s peers awarded 
him the Twyman-Stokes 
Teammate of the Year 
award on Wednesday. In 
its third year, the award 
is voted upon by players 
from a candidate pool se¬ 
lected by past NBA stars. 

“I know how to be the way 
I am because of people 
that came before me,” 
Duncan said.

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Djokovic rallies to win at Cincy; Serena Williams wins too

MASON, Ohio (AP) — No¬ 
vak Djokovic smacked his 
racket on the court after 
losing serve, seemingly 
headed for another unex¬ 
plainable loss at a tourna¬ 
ment that has eluded him. 
In the end, he stopped 
fuming and started playing 
like the best. 

The top-ranked Serb rallied 
from a 3-0 deficit in the final 
set to a 6-4, 2-6, 6-3 victory 
over David Goffin on Thurs¬ 
day, reaching the quar¬ 
terfinals of the Western & 
Southern Open. Serena Wil¬ 
liams also advanced while 
losing only two games in 
her match. 

Djokovic has never won 
Cincinnati. He’s trying to 
become the first player to 
win all nine ATP Masters 
events in a career. 

“It was a solid first set, but 
whatever happened in the 
next 45 minutes — I don't 
want to remember it,” 
Djokovic said. “I wasn’t on 
the court. You know, I just 
lost the intensity and con¬ 
centration. Luckily for me, I 
managed to bounce back, 
dig myself out of this hole I 
was in.” 

With things falling apart in 
the second set, Djokovic 
slammed his racket three 
times, drawing a warning. 
And it kept getting worse 
against Goffin, a 24-year- 
old Belgian who is 1-20 
against top-10 players. Fi¬ 
nally, Djokovic pulled him¬ 
self together and pulled it 
out. 


“I will try to take the positive 
out of this match, and the 
positive is the last six games 
of the match,” he said. 
Djokovic will face fifth-seed¬ 
ed Stan Wawrinka, who 
beat him for the French 
Open title. Wawrinka 
pulled out a 6-7 (2), 7-6 (5), 
7-6 (5) win after Ivo Karlovic 
double-faulted on match 
point, his second serve hit¬ 
ting the top of the net. Also, 
No. 6 Tomas Berdych beat 


Tommy Robredo 6-0, 6-1 
to reach the quarterfinals. 
He’ll face qualifier Alexandr 
Dolgopolov, who beat Jer¬ 
zy Janowicz 6-3, 3-6, 6-4 win 
over Jerzy Janowicz. 

On the women’s side, Wil¬ 
liams needed only 54 min¬ 
utes to beat Karin Knapp 
6-0, 6-2. She lost just 12 
points while winning the first 
nine games. 

Williams, the defending Cin¬ 
cinnati champion, is using 


the tournament as a final 
funeup for the U.S. Open, 
where she’ll try to complete 
a calendar Grand Slam 
sweep. Her quarterfinals 
opponent is Ana Ivanovic, 
who beat Sloane Stephens 
2-6, 6-4, 6-1. 

Williams beat Ivanovic in 
straight sets to win her first 
Cincinnati title last year. 

“It will be a really good 
match for me and kind of 
test where I am, you know, 
just in general,” Williams 
said. “Yeah, so I look for¬ 
ward to that.” 

A right forearm injury 
forced Swiss feen Belinda 
Bencic to withdraw after 
she dropped the first set 
against seventh-seeded 
Lucie Safarova. The 12th- 
seeded Bencic said she 
didn’t think the injury was 
very serious, but it was too 


soon to know if she could 
play in next week’s tourna¬ 
ment at New Haven, Con¬ 
necticut. 

“I wasn’t 100 percent, and 
to beat Lucie or even com¬ 
pete against her, you have 
to be 100 percent,” she 
said. “I didn't want to retire. 
This was the first I've ever 
had to retire. I hope it gets 
better.” 

The 18-year-old said her 
forearm has been sore for 
some time. 

“Every match, it was get¬ 
ting tighter and tighter,” 
she said. “I was hoping that 
a lot of (therapy) would 
help, but I couldn’t do it.” 
Bencic was coming off the 
biggest moment of her brief 
career. She upsef Williams 
in the semifinals at Toronto 
last week and went on to 
win the tournament. □

“The people I was able 
to be teammates with, be 
around, watch them op¬ 
erate, watch them work, 
watch them as teammates 
(and) watch them accept 
the role. All those things are 
big pieces in what I am to¬ 
day and who I am today. 
So a lot of credit goes to 
them as well." 

Duncan received 72 first- 
place votes. Vince Carter 
of the Memphis Grizzlies 
finished second and At¬ 
lanta’s Elton Brand finished 
third. 

Spurs center David Rob¬ 
inson accepted a lesser 
role with the team early in 
Duncan’s rookie season af¬ 
ter San Antonio made the 
6-foot-11 forward the No. 1 
pick in the 1997 draft. 

The lessons the Hall of 
Fame center imparted that 
season have resounded 
with the entire organiza¬ 
tion, Duncan in particular. 
Duncan’s scoring and de¬ 
fense have helped the 
Spurs to five NBA champi¬ 
onships. But it has been the 
39-year-old’s willingness to 


accept contracts far be¬ 
low the maximum value he 
could earn that has helped 
San Antonio maintain a 
roster which has made 18 
straight postseason ap¬ 
pearances. 

“Tim’s contributed to our 
success in so many ways 
for so long," Spurs general 
manager R.C. Buford said. 
“I know people continue 
fo poinf if ouf, and it needs 
to be pointed out, the 
support and what he’s al¬ 
lowed us to do, but this is 
nothing new.” 

Despite being arguably 
the team’s best overall 
player last season, Duncan 
is taking a $5 million pay 
cut this season so the team 
had the resources neces¬ 
sary to re-sign Leonard and 
Danny Green and bring 
in Aldridge, a prized free 
agent. 

Those moves helped con¬ 
vince David West to walk 
away from a $12.6 million 
player option with the In¬ 
diana Pacers to sign a $1.5 
million offer from the Spurs. 
“I'm excited to get to 
know him because of fhaf 
and other reasons," Dun¬ 
can said. “People talk very 


highly of him. A lof of guys 
who have been team¬ 
mates over the years with 
him have a lot of great 
things to say about him. 
Obviously, talent wise, he's 
a great addition. He's a 
tough body. 

He's a veteran player that 
knows how to play the 
game. 

All those things you add 
them the right way, it’s 


going to be an incredible 
plus for us.” West’s addi¬ 
tion along with and the 
return of Parker, Manu Gi- 
nobili, Leonard, Green and 
Boris Diaw have made the 
Spurs a strong contender 
to win their sixth champion¬ 
ship. Duncan said he has 
worked out twice with Al¬ 
dridge in the past week. 
“Obviously we’ve added 
talent, and that’s wonder¬ 


ful,” Duncan said. “We’re 
going to have to work 
them in, have them figure 
out how to play with us and 
for us to play with them. It 
will be a process. Pop’s ex¬ 
cited about it. I'm definitely 
excited about it, I know 
the guys coming in are ex¬ 
cited. It’s great to be in a 
situation where we have 
a chance (to win an NBA

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Woods opens Wyndham with his best round in 2 years

GREENSBORO, N.C. (AP) — 

Tiger Woods kept saying 
his game was getting bet¬ 
ter, even though his results 
didn't show it. 

On his first day at the Wynd¬ 
ham Championship, his 
score finally did. 

Woods had his best round in 
more than two years Thurs¬ 
day, shooting a 6-under 64. 
Two-time heart transplant 
recipient Erik Compton, Wil¬ 
liam McGirt and Tom Hoge 
shared the first-round lead 
at 62. 

Morgan Hoffman, Jim Her¬ 
man and Derek Ernst fol¬ 
lowed at 63, and Mar¬ 
tin Kaymer, Davis Love III 
and Carl Pettersson joined 
Woods at 64. 

It was Woods’ lowest score 
on the PGA Tour since a 61 
in the second round of the 
WGC-Bridgestone Invita¬ 
tional in 2013. 

He and the others took ad¬ 
vantage of a low-scoring 
day at what he called a 
“tricky” Donald Ross-de- 
signed course at Sedgefield 
Country Club that gave 
up bunches of birdies after 
morning showers softened 
the fairways and greens. 
“When it's like this,” Woods 
said, “you've got to throw 
darts and go low." 

And while Compton and 
McGirt threatened the tour¬ 
nament record, the clear 
story of the day was Woods. 
That low score couldn’t 
have come at a better time 
for the biggest name in 
the sport. 

He set the tone by holing a 
54-foot chip shot on his first 
hole, the par-4 10th, for the 
first of his seven birdies. 
“Finally,” he said, "I got 
something out of my round.” 
Woods arrived insisting he 
was playing better than his 
recent results might indi¬ 
cate. 

He had missed the cut in 
three straight majors and 


had not finished better than 
a tie for 17th at the Masters. 
He's at No. 187 on the FedEx 
Cup points list and prob¬ 
ably needs a win to move 
into the top 125 and earn a 
playoff spot. 

Yet he said after last week’s 
early exit from the PGA 
Championship that those 


results belied the improve¬ 
ment he was making in his 
game. 

“I know it's crazy to say, but 
I wasn’t playing that poorly 
at PGA,” Woods said. “Any 
borderline shot (at Whistling 
Straits) I never got away 
with it, and that’s the way it 
goes. I felt like I was hitting 
the ball good enough and 
just kept progressing, and 
today was just a continua¬ 
tion of it.” 

Especially on that first hole. 
His shot from the left side 
of the green landed about 


8 feet from the cup and 
rolled in. 

"I went for the shot, and in¬ 
stead of playing something 
more conservative, the 
greens were hard and fast, 
and I wanted to play some¬ 
thing long,” Woods said. “I 
got aggressive with it, and I 
went for it, and I pulled it off. 


... I could see it going in.” 
Hoge, playing in the day's 
final grouping, made a 
late charge up the lead- 
erboard, closing his round 
with a 5-foot birdie putt on 
the 18th. 

Compton, who started on 
the back nine, finished with 
a 29 on the front nine with 
seven birdies in that span. 
"Any time you can break 
30 in nine holes, you’re ob¬ 
viously doing something re¬ 
ally cool,” Compton said. 
It’s the latest positive for a 
35-year-old who earned 


his tour card in 2012 — four 
years after his second heart 
transplant. 

He's chasing his first victory, 
and so is McGirt, who fin¬ 
ished in a tie for eighth here 
last year. At No. 86 on the 
points list, McGirt is in virtu¬ 
ally no danger of missing 
the playoffs. 


Compton — who's closer 
to the cutoff at No. 114 — 
is just trying not to lose any 
ground. 

Meanwhile, for the others 
closer to the postseason 
bubble, things are a little 
more stressful. 

Ernst, who’s at No. 178 and 
is playing in the final tourna¬ 
ment of the 2-year exemp¬ 
tion he earned for his lone 
victory — at the Wells Fargo 
Championship in 2013 — 
shot the best round of his 
four-year career.

BARCELONA, Spain (AP) — 

Chris Froome will be racing 
both for and against history 
when the Spanish Vuelta 
starts Saturday. 

The Tour de France cham¬ 
pion is aiming to become 
the third cyclist to win both 
the Tour and the Vuelta 
in the same season, after 
Jacques Anquetil (1963) 
and Bernard Hinault (1978). 
However Froome will need 
to improve on his past 
Vuelta performances, 
which yielded two runner- 
up finishes. 

The 30-year-old Froome 
established himself as a 
rising talent in 2011 when 
he finished second behind 
winner Juanjo Cobo as a 
teammate of Bradley Wig¬ 
gins, the Sky team’s then 
leader. Last year, he was 
beaten only by Alberto 
Contador, who will not at¬ 
tempt to defend his title af¬ 
ter winning the Giro d’ltalia 
and tiring at the Tour this 
summer. 

Froome also will be battling 
fatigue from the Tour that 
finished less than a month 
ago. But the Kenyan-born 
Froome, who appears to 
handle even the intense 
Mediterranean heat bet¬ 
ter than most of the home¬ 


grown riders, will have 
the major psychological 
advantage built upon his 
dominant display at the 
French race, where he 
obliterated the field during 
an early mountain stage at 
La Pierre-Saint-Martin in the 
Pyrenees near the Spanish 
border. 

“I have great memo¬ 
ries from this race so I'm 
pleased to be back," 
Froome said. “I’ve had a 
good rest after the Tour 
and now I'm ready for my 
next challenge.” 

THE QUIET MAN 
Froome is not the only rider 
eager to remove the label 
of second best. 

Nairo Quintana has fin¬ 
ished second behind 
Froome in both of the Brit¬ 
on's Tour wins— at 1 min¬ 
ute, 12 seconds behind this 
summer— making the Co¬ 
lombian climbing expert 
the leading candidate to 
challenge Froome at the 
Vuelta. 

Quintana was also among 
the favorites entering last 
year’s Vuelta, but a pair of 
crashes knocked him out 
of the race with a broken 
shoulder. 

With the 2014 Giro title, 
Quintana has already 
proven to be among the 
very best with his impassive 


demeanor and always- 
in-control uphill pace. But 
to beat Froome, he may 
have to find an explosive 
edge and take more risks.

Vincenzo Nibali will be ea¬ 
ger to bounce back from 
a Tour that saw the Italian 
finish in fourth place, but 
more than 8 minutes off 
Froome's pace.

Gap maintains forecast as second quarter profit falls 


NEW YORK (AP) — Gap is 

keeping its fiscal-year profit 
forecast unchanged af¬ 
ter further struggles in the 
second quarter marked 
by weakness at its name¬ 
sake and Banana Republic 
stores that offset rising sales 
at Old Navy. The San Fran¬ 
cisco company also said 
Thursday its plan to close 
175 Gap stores in North 
America, as well as some 
locations in Europe, will cost 
a bit less than it expected. 


During the quarter, the 
company said it would 
close some Gap locations 
as it tries to strengthen the 
brand, with most of the 
closures coming by the 
end of January. It closed 
26 of those stores over the 
three months that ended 
on Aug. 1 and opened six 
more. The company will 
also eliminate 250 positions 
at its headquarters. Gap 
now expects $130 million to 
$140 million in charges con¬ 


nected to those moves, 
down from an estimate of 
$140 million to $160 million. 
Gap Inc. said it expects to 
earn between $2.75 and 
$2.80 per share for the year. 
Analysts expect $2.74 per 
share on average, accord¬ 
ing to FactSet. 

The San Francisco compa¬ 
ny said its net income fell 
34 percent on costs related 
to the store closings, ship¬ 
ping delays on the West 
Coast, and the strong U.S. 


dollar. Its overall sales fell 2 
percent, with Old Navy re¬ 
maining the bright spot. 
Gap said it earned $219 mil¬ 
lion, or 52 cents per share. It 
said its net income totaled 
64 cents per share if costs 
related to the store closings 
are excluded. Its revenue 
decreased 2 percent to 
$3.9 billion. 

The results were in line with 
estimates Gap made last 
week. Gap was a big hit 
with a generation of khaki 


pants-wearers but it's strug¬ 
gled to keep up with de¬ 
sign trends in recent years. 
The company and some 
of its competitors have lost 
ground to “fast fashion” 
chains that refresh their 
stores with the latest styles 
more often. The company’s 
shares have fallen about 22 
percent over the last year. 
The stock slipped 3 cents to 
$33.63 in extended trading 
following the release of the 
earnings report.□ 


Valeant to spend about §1B on maker of women's libido drug

WASHINGTON (AP) — Va¬ 
leant Pharmaceuticals will 
pay about $1 billion in cash 
to buy Sprout Pharmaceu¬ 
ticals, the maker of the first 
prescription drug intended 
to boost sexual desire in 
women. 

The deal comes two days 
after U.S. regulators ap¬ 
proved the pill Addyi, a 
milestone for the drug in¬ 
dustry that could revive 
interest in medications for 
women’s sexual problems. 
Founded by a husband- 
and-wife team. Sprout has 
aggressively pushed the 
case for their product for 
years, arguing in dozens 
of interviews that the Food 
and Drug Administration 
had unfairly overlooked 
women’s sexual disorders. 
But the company gave no 
hint of plans to sell the drug 
to a larger company. 

“After all their talk about 
women’s health disparities. 


it’s time for Sprout's found¬ 
ers to just take the money 
and run,” said Erik Gordon, 
a business professor at the 
University of Michigan. 
Sprout CEO Cindy White- 
head responded Thursday 
that she would continue to 
lead Sprout, 

which will become a divi¬ 
sion of Valeant. 

“I’m not going anywhere 
and am very excited to 
continue working with our 
34 employees," Whitehead 
said in a statement. 

Gordon and some other 
analysts predicted the buy¬ 
out, noting that Sprout had 
only a few dozen employ¬ 
ees in its Raleigh offices. 
Gordon said Valeanf has 
fhe size and expertise to 
market the new pill. 
“Valeant is not a drug de¬ 
velopment company, they 
are a drug marketing com¬ 
pany," said Gordon. “They 
are famous for buying a 
company, closing down 
fheir research and flogging 
fhe product."

Regulators sue 2 firms making loans against pensions

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fed¬ 
eral and New York regula¬ 
tors have sued two com¬ 
panies that make loans 
against retirees' pensions, 
saying they deceived con¬ 
sumers about the high rates 
of the loans. 

Regulators say that the 
companies, Pension Fund¬ 
ing LLC and Pension In¬ 
come LLC, used deceptive 
marketing tactics to target 
the pensions of seniors and 
military personnel. The U.S. 


Consumer Financial Pro¬ 
tection Bureau and New 
York state’s Department of 
Financial Services filed the 
lawsuit against the com¬ 
panies in federal court in 
Santa Ana, California. 

They say the companies 
tricked consumers into bor¬ 
rowing against their pen¬ 
sions by portraying the 
deals as sales instead of 
loans, and failing to dis¬ 
close high interest rates 
and fees. 

The business of so-called 
pension advance loans. 


which grew during fhe re¬ 
cession, has been under 
scrutiny by regulators in 
recent years. Targeting se¬ 
niors hit hard during the 
economic downturn, the 
schemes can drive retirees 
deeper into debt, regula¬ 
tors say. 

“We are working to put a 
stop to the illegal practices 
these companies are using 
to sell their bogus product 
to military veterans and 
other pensioners,” CFPB 
Director Richard Cordray 
said in a statement. 


Pension Funding is based 
in Huntington Beach, Cali¬ 
fornia. Pension Income was 
based in Huntington Beach 
but relocated to Lafayette, 
California, according fo 
fhe suif. 

Affempts fo reach fhe 
companies and fhe three 
managers also named in 
the suit for comment were 
unsuccessful. A number 
listed for Pension Funding 
was disconnected, and a 
listing for Pension Income 
couldn’t be found. 

The suit alleges that the 


companies violated the 
2010 law overhauling fi¬ 
nancial regulation after the 
financial crisis by misrep¬ 
resenting the products as 
sales rather than loans, and 
failing to disclose high rates 
and fees for the loans. In 
some cases, the promoters 
implied to consumers that 
they could face criminal 
prosecution if they stopped 
making payments, the suit 
said. The regulators are 
seeking unspecified fines 
and restitution against the 
companies. □

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Feeling the heat: Earth in July was hottest month on record

oceans the warmest 
they’ve been in July, but 
they were 1.35 degrees 
warmer than the 20th-cen¬ 
tury average. 

The heat hit hard in much 
of Europe and the Middle 
East. It was the hottest July 
on record in Austria, where 
records go back to 1767. 
Parts of France had tem¬ 
peratures that were on 
average 7 degrees above 
normal and temperatures 
broke 100 in the Nether¬ 
lands, which is a rarity. And 
an Iranian city had a heat 
index (the “feels like" tem¬ 
perature) of 165 degrees 
(74 Celsius), which was still 
not quite record. 

Nine of the 10 hottest 
months on record have 
happened since 2005, ac¬ 
cording to NOAA. Twen¬ 
ty-two of the 25 hottest 
months on record have 
occurred after the year 
2000. The other three were 
in 1998 and 1997. 

This shows that despite 
what climate change 
doubters say, there is no 
pause in warming since 
1998, Blunden said. 

It doesn’t matter if a month 
or a year is No. 1 or No. 2 
or No. 5 hottest on record, 
said University of Georgia 
climate scientist Marshall 
Shepherd. 

“The records are getting 
attention but I worry the 
public will grow weary of 
reports of new records 
each month,” Shepherd 
said in an email. “I am 
more concerned about 
how the Earth is starting to 
respond to the changes 
and the implications for my 
children.”□

WASHINGTON (AP) — Earth 
just keeps getting hot¬ 
ter. July was the planet’s 
warmest month on record, 
smashing old marks, U.S. 
weather officials said. 

And it’s almost a dead cer¬ 
tain lock that this year will 
beat last year as the warm¬ 
est year on record, they 
said. 

July's average tempera¬ 
ture was 61.86 degrees 
Fahrenheit (16.6 Celsius), 
beating the previous glob¬ 
al mark set in 1998 and 2010 
by about one-seventh of a 
degree, according to fig¬ 
ures released Thursday by 
the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion. That's a large margin 
for weather records, with 
previous monthly heat re¬ 
cords broken by a 20th of 
a degree or less. 

“It just reaffirms what we al¬ 
ready know: that the Earth 
is warming,” said NOAA 
climate scientist Jake 
Crouch. “The warming is 
accelerating and we’re re¬ 
ally seeing it this year.” 
NOAA records go back 
to 1880. Separate calcu¬

lations by NASA and the 
Japanese weather agency 
also found July 2015 to be 
a record. 

The first seven months of 
2015 were the hottest Jan- 
uary-to-July span on re¬ 
cord, according to NOAA. 
The seven-month average 
temperature of 58.43 de¬ 


grees (14.7 Celsius) is 1.53 
degrees warmer than the 
20th-century average and 
a sixth of a degree warmer 
than the old record set in 
2010. 

Given that the tempera¬ 
tures have already been so 
high already — especially 
the oceans, which are slow 


to cool — NOAA climate 
scientist Jessica Blunden 
said she is “99 percent cer¬ 
tain” that 2015 will be the 
hottest on record for the 
globe. The oceans would 
have to cool dramatically 
to prevent it, and they are 
trending warmer, not cool¬ 
er, she said. 

Crouch, Blunden and oth¬ 
er scientists outside of the 


government said these 
temperatures are caused 
by a combination of man¬ 
made climafe change 
and a strong, near-record 
El Nino. An El Nino is a 
warming of the equato¬ 
rial Pacific Ocean fhaf al¬ 
ters weather worldwide for 
about a year. 

The oceans drove the 
globe to record levels. 
Not only were the world’s 


Mexico finds ‘main’ skull rack 
at Aztec temple complex 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mexican archaeologists believe 
they have found the main trophy rack of sacrificed hu¬ 
man skulls at Mexico City’s Templo Mayor Aztec ruin site. 
Racks known as “tzompantli” were where Aztecs dis¬ 
played the severed heads of sacrificial victims on wood¬ 
en poles pushed through the sides of the skull. 

But archaeologists at Mexico’s National Institute of Anthro¬ 
pology and History said Thursday that this one was differ¬ 
ent. Part of the platform where the heads were displayed 
was made of rows of skulls mortared together roughly in a 
circle. All the skulls were arranged to look inward toward 
the center of the circle, but experts don't know what was 
at the center. 

The find was made between February and June under 
the floor of a colonial-era house in downtown Mexico 
City.Q

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H.P. Lovecraft fans 
mark author’s 125th 
birthday in Rhode Island 


PROVIDENCE, R.l. (AP) — 

Fans of author H.P. Love- 
craft are marking his 125th 
birthday with a four-day 
festival and conference 
in his hometown of Provi¬ 
dence, Rhode Island. 

The NecronomiCon (NEH'- 
kroh-NOM’-ih-kon) begins 
Thursday with an opening 
ceremony at the First Bap¬ 
tist Church in America. 
Other events include a 
birthday party with music 
and movies in downtown 
Providence. 

Lovecraft was born on Aug. 


20, 1890. He lived most of 
his life in Providence and 
died penniless in 1937. De¬ 
cades later, fans put up a 
gravestone that bears the 
words “I am Providence." 
His stories often featured 
Providence or other New 
England towns. 

Lovecraft's work was 
known as “cosmic horror." 
It has been an influence on 
other horror and science- 
fiction writers such as Ste¬ 
phen King, movies such as 
“Alien” and bands includ¬ 
ing MetallicaO 


Aretha Franklin 
wants to open Detroit 
entertainment venue

DETROIT (AP) — Aretha 
Franklin says she wants to 
open a Detroit entertain¬ 
ment venue that would in¬ 
clude a nightclub and fine 
dining. 

The Queen of Soul tells 
WWJ-AM (http://cbsloc. 
al/lLmQoJD ) in an inter¬ 
view broadcast Thursday 
that she's “glad that De¬ 
troit came through the 
bankruptcy with flying 
colors.” She says she loves 
how Detroit is enjoying a 
renaissance and that she’s 
“going to be part of that 
renaissance.” 


The singer says the venue 
would include “a five-star 
night club for dining and 
dancing, the band, the 
whole nine yards,” as well 
as a museum. 

Downtown Detroit has 
been a hotbed of rede¬ 
velopment since the city 
emerged from Chapter 9 
bankruptcy protection in 
December. 

Franklin says she’s found a 
potential location down¬ 
town, with details to be 
announced later. She per¬ 
forms Saturday at Detroit's 
Chene Park.Q 


Reality star Josh Duggar 
admits to cheating on his wife

NEW YORK (AP) — Calling 
himself "the biggest hypo¬ 
crite ever,” ex-reality star 
Josh Duggar has apolo¬ 
gized for a “secret addic¬ 
tion" to pornography and 
for cheating on his wife. 
“While espousing faith and 
family values, I have se¬ 
cretly over the last several 
years been viewing por¬ 
nography on the internet 
and this became a secret 
addiction and I became 
unfaithful to my wife,” he 
said in a statement posted 
on the family’s website 
Thursday. 

The statement was later 
edited to remove the refer¬ 
ence to pornography and 
a reference to an earlier 
scandal in which Duggar 
molested four of his sisters 
and a baby sitter. 

The statement was appar¬ 
ently spurred by Duggar’s 
name appearing among 
millions exposed in a data 
breach of customers of 
the Ashley Madison web¬ 
site, an online service that 
caters to people looking 
to cheat on their spouses. 
Leaked data showed that 
a Josh Duggar whose ad¬ 
dress was the same as the 
reality TV star was a mem¬ 
ber of AshleyMadison.com 
from December 2012 to 


October 2014. 

In his statement, Duggar 
did not address whether 
he had used AshleyMadi- 
son.com, nor did he de¬ 
tail the exact nature of his 
marital infidelity. A family 
representative did not im¬ 
mediately respond to a re¬ 
quest for comment on the 
statement or the revisions. 
The 27-year-old Duggar’s 
admission comes several 
weeks after the molesta¬ 
tion scandal first broke. 
Those revelations led to 
the cancellation of “19 
Kids and Counting," the hit 
TLC reality show on which 
he appeared with his 18 
siblings and his parents. 
The series ran from 2008 
through its lOth-season 
conclusion in May. 

“I am so ashamed of the 
double life that I have 
been living and am 
grieved for the hurt, pain 
and disgrace my sin has 
caused my wife and fam¬ 
ily, and most of all Jesus 
and all those who profess 
faith in Him,” Duggar said 
in his statement. 

The TLC series had chroni¬ 
cled the wholesome home 
life of Arkansas couple Jim 
Bob and Michelle Duggar 
and their now-19 children. 
The network plans to air a 
documentary focusing on 
child sexual abuse on Aug. 


30; two of the sisters who 
were molested will appear. 
But in May, Josh, their el¬ 
dest child, apologized for 
unspecified bad behavior 
on a Facebook post and 
resigned from the Family 
Research Council, a con¬ 
servative Christian group, 
where he had worked as a 
lobbyist. 

Two weeks later, the Dug¬ 
gar parents were inter¬ 
viewed on Fox News Chan¬ 
nel, as were two of their 
daughters, Jill and Jessa, 
who said they weren’t 
aware the fondling had 
happened until Josh con¬ 
fessed years later and their 
parents told them about it. 
“The last few years, while 
publicly stating I was fight¬ 
ing against immorality in 
our country, I was hiding 
my own personal failings,” 
stated Duggar, who in his 
website testament sought 
the public’s forgiveness 
and their prayers "for my 
precious wife Anna and 
our family during this time.” 
The couple’s fourth child, 
a daughter, was born a 
month ago. 

In an accompanying 
statement on the family’s 
website, Jim Bob and Mi¬ 
chelle Duggar said, “When 
we learned of this late 
last night our hearts were 
broken.”□ 
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Television networks looking back at Katrina

NEW YORK (AP) — ABC’s 
Robin Roberts and Fox 
News Channel’s Shepard 
Smith, who anchor spe¬ 
cials this weekend about 
the 10th anniversary of 
Hurricane Katrina's devas¬ 
tating Gulf Coast landfall, 
both had reasons to avoid 
the topic. 

Mississippi native Roberts 
reported on the hurricane 
in 2005 while living through 
a harrowing few hours 
not knowing whether her 
mother and sister had sur¬ 
vived. Smith was the point 
person for a network with 
many viewers who did not 
want to believe that gov¬ 
ernment mismanagement 
had cost people their lives. 
"The stories that are told 
10 years later of what hap¬ 
pened to people are very 
worthwhile,” Smith said. 
"It’s just very hard.” 

Fox News begins the televi¬ 
sion remembrances Friday 
at 10 p.m. EDT with “Hur¬ 
ricane Katrina, Storm of a 
Lifetime.” ABC’s "Katrina: 
10 Years After the Storm" 
airs Sunday at 10 p.m. 

Fox’s chief news anchor 
was among many report¬ 
ers who didn’t hide his an¬ 
ger at a failure to get help 
to survivors quickly after 
the storm, for which the 
Bush administration was 
widely criticized. Smith said 
he received thousands of 
emails from annoyed Fox 
viewers and expects to 
get more with the story be¬ 


ing revisited. 

“Should we have not be¬ 
come emotional because 
so many people were up¬ 
set that we became emo¬ 
tional on Day 4 of watch¬ 
ing babies and old people 
die?” he said. “I suggest 
that those people who 


were upset because we 
showed our emotions in 
watching babies and old 
people die that they put 
themselves in a situation 
where they watch babies 
and old people die, and 
then give ’em a call in 
10 years and see if they 
want to f—ing remember 
it. I would venture to guess 


that they would not.” 

Smith also has ties to the 
region but, unlike Roberts, 
didn’t return for Fox’s Fri¬ 
day special. Fox’s show 
includes recollections from 
survivors and government 
officials, including former 
FEMA head Michael Brown 


and Andrew Card, chief of 
staff to President George 
W. Bush. 

Smith said he believed that 
a decision was made early 
in the disaster not to save 
some people in need, al¬ 
though he did not accuse 
anyone specifically. 

“Do I want people to re¬ 
member what happened 


in Katrina?” he asked. “I 
don’t want to remember 
it, because what we did 
was we failed as a society. 
That’s what we did. All of 
our leaders failed.” 

As the title alludes, ABC’s 
special is more about re¬ 
birth than recollections. 


The stories of two women 
provide the centerpiece. 
Syrena Johnson, plucked 
from the roof of her New 
Orleans home after Katrina 
when she was 15, returned 
and is working as a chef. 
Diane Brugger owned a 
Pass Christian, Mississippi, 
inn and survived the flood 
that killed her husband 


and destroyed the busi¬ 
ness. She has rebuilt it. 

Their stories of resilience 
make the special more 
relatable to viewers who 
may not have been 
through a tragedy like Ka¬ 
trina but go through their 
own hard times, Roberts 
said. 

“It’s an unfolding story, 
and I talk about that,” she 
said. "Locals want to me¬ 
morialize people who lost 
their lives, and they want 
people to see the prog¬ 
ress. But they also want 
people to see that it’s still 
a work in progress. How 
long did it take to rebuild 
the Freedom Tower?” 
Brugger hadn’t told her 
chilling story publicly be¬ 
fore, and Roberts played 
a home court advantage 
to help get the interview. 
She’s from Pass Christian, 
too. 

That didn’t feel like an 
edge a decade ago. 
Roberts began crying on 
“Good Morning Ameri¬ 
ca” when Charles Gibson 
asked about her family, 
who couldn't be tracked 
down at the time. Her 
mother and sister were 
safe, although storm dam¬ 
age displaced them for a 
year. 

Roberts revisits the story 
Sunday, in part because 
viewers frequently ask 
about it, but very briefly. 
They are tough memo¬ 
ries, compounded by her 
mother’s death at age 88 
in August 2012.Q

Objections to Mickey Rooney’s will 
dropped; administrator approved 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 

judge accepted Mickey 
Rooney’s will Thursday and 
approved an attorney to 
administrator the estate 


after several of the actor's 
children dropped their ob¬ 
jections. 

Los Angeles Superior Court 
Judge David Cowan ap¬ 


pointed attorney Michael 
Augustine to oversee the 
“Andy Hardy” star’s estate, 
which includes some of 
the star’s memorabilia and 
other modest assets. 
Rooney died in April 2014, 
and his will disinherited 
his biological children. His 
stepson and caretaker, 
Mark Aber, will receive 
some of the proceeds of 
the estate. 

“We are deeply gratified 
that Mr. Rooney’s final 
wishes have been ratified 
and that his legacy will 
be honored by those Mr. 


Rooney selected,” Augus¬ 
tine’s attorney, Bruce S. 
Ross, wrote in a statement. 
I know that he would have 
been pleased with the out¬ 
come.” 

Several of Rooney’s bio¬ 
logical children object¬ 
ed to the will, which was 
signed just weeks before 
the actor's death at age 
93. Those objections were 
dropped, clearing the way 
for Augustine’s formal ap¬ 
pointment. 

Despite a show business 
career spanning more 
than 80 years, Rooney 


said he had lost most of his 
fortune because of elder 
abuse and financial mis¬ 
management by another 
one of his stepsons 
The actor’s estate was 
valued at $18,000 in early 
2014. 

The star of the “Andy Har¬ 
dy" films and Hollywood's 
highest paid actor in the 
late 1930s and early 1940s, 
Rooney was a product of 
the industry’s old studio sys¬ 
tem and was not entitled 
to hefty royalty payments, 
Augustine said shortly after 
Rooney’s death.Q
